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Iran nuclear deal 
to take effect 
January 20 


TEHRAN (AFP) - Iran and 
the United States said Sunday 
that a landmark deal Tehran 
struck with world powers on 
its disputed nuclear pro¬ 
gramme 'Will take effect from 
a January 20 target date. 

Under the deal reached in 
November, Tehran agreed to 
curb parts of its nuclear drive 
for six months in exchange 
for receiving modest relief 
from international sanctions 
and a promise by the so- 
called P5+1 powers not to 
impose new measures against 
its hard-hit economy. 

Bath sides reached the 
same interpretation on howto 
imp! ement the agreement and 
the first step will be executed 
from January 20,” Iran's chief 
nuclear negotiator Abhas 
Araqchi said, quoted by 


IRNA news agency. 

The White House was 
quick to confirm the news but 
President Barack Obama 
warned there was still a rough 
road ahead before a compre¬ 
hensive solution can be nailed. 

Beginning January 20th, 
Iran will for the first time 
start eliminating its stockpile 
of higher levels of enriched 
uranium and dismantling 
some of the infrastructure 
tliat makes such enrichment 
passible,” it said 

Obama said in the same 
stat em ent: " With t □ day' s 

agreement, we have made 
concrete progress I welcome 
this important step forward, 
and we will now fa cus on the 
critical work of pursuing a 
comprehensive resolution 
that addresses our concerns 
over Iran's nuclear pro¬ 
gramme.

ploying the next generation, 
who are thoroughly versed 
and depaident on the Inter¬ 
net for many of then’ work 
and purchasing decisions. 

The last article ended 
with a listing of the first six 
of twelve statements per¬ 
taining to employing Gen¬ 
eration Z; THE 
MORNING NEWS now- 
presents the final six state¬ 
ments and Boender's con¬ 
clusions. 

Statement 7: The 'battle 
for talent’ will b e at an all- 
time high in 2020. 

The ageing of the popula¬ 
tion ’will peak during the next 
decade, during which the last 
of the Babyboomers and the 


first group of Generation X- 
ers will retire. 

First, here are a few statis¬ 
tics: between HO 10 and HQ 13, 
20% of the Dutch will leave 
the labour market, causing 
the workforce to decrease 
from 7.75 million to 6.9 mil¬ 
lion In addition, the growing 
number of workers who are 
either self-employed or sec¬ 
onded (as part af the flexibil¬ 
ity trend) could cause the 
number of employees avail¬ 
able far contract employment 
to plummet to 5 5 million, m 
which case "scarcity" would 
be an understatement 

Expectations are that this 
will lead to various succes¬ 
sion problems. Not only be¬ 
cause there is a lack of 
successors in absolute terms, 
but when it comes to ambi¬ 
tion and interest, too, there 
will likewise b e a void. 

See, we are dependent on 
a new wave of employees to 
fill the various jobs: Genera¬ 
tion Z. According to predic¬ 
tions, compared to their 
predecessors this group is 
less loyal to a specific com¬ 
pany (assuming they are in¬ 
terested in a permanent 
position m the first place) and 
more loyal to their personal 
ambitions. 

C ons e qu ently, comp ani e s 
and institutions will be forced 
to da everything in their 
power to retain their highly 
educated executive staff 
members (in the face of 
widespread aggressive head¬ 
hunting efforts) and at the 
same time they must find re¬ 
placements and new hires. 

Only the companies who 
can successfully play tins 
game will b e able to count on 
the continuity of their opera¬ 


tions 

Statement 8: In 2020, 
having multiple employers 
will bea status symbol. 

The members of Genera¬ 
tion Z p ursue v anety, fl exibii - 
ity and self-fulfilment A 
sin gl e p erm anent p o sifi on 
da es not necessarily fit in 
with this picture Expecta¬ 
tions are that as a result of the 
scarcity an the job market in 
combination with the increase 
in people who are self-em¬ 
ployed. having multiple em¬ 
ployers at the same time will 
bea status symbol. It is a way 
to show that you do not have 
a boring jab, and that you are 
pursuing self-fulfilment 

Consequently, it will be 
even more difficult to land 
skilled employees Dn a job 
market that is already plagued 
with scarcity. Talented mem¬ 
bers of Generation Z will be 
increasingly illusive 

Statement 9\ Generation 
Z is not afraid of the boss. 

For members of Genera¬ 
tion Z, autonomy is some¬ 
thing that goes without 
saying Generation Z are net- 
workers who have learned to 
quickly gather and filter in¬ 
formation They know their 
rights and are not afraid to 
demand them. Moreover, the 
presence of traditional hierar- 
chicai systems does not in¬ 
timidate them. They are not 
afraid to go directly to the 
highest authority to express 
their wishes, ambitions and 
problems And seek answers, 
too. 

Another point to consider 
is that tins generation is also 
accustomed to being con¬ 
stantly evaluated From pri¬ 
mary school onwards pupils 
are forever being tested, as¬ 


sessed and evaluated This 
has created to a dependency 
on external feedback. In other 
words, they need the person 
in charge Id tell them how 
they are doing And if this 
fee db ack i s no t p ro vi de d v ol - 
untanly, they will seek it out. 

Furthermore, employees 
make more and more de¬ 
mands in times of extreme 
scarcity. The job market be¬ 
comes a job seeker’s market, 
and Generation Z knows it. 
Not only that, but this gener¬ 
ation also has acquired the 
confidence to make the most 
of this advantage 

Generation Z wants to 
hear in a one-on-one conver¬ 
sation what is expected from 
them, why it is expected, and 
how they are doing A prefer¬ 
ence is shown Idi linear or¬ 
ganizations with a transp arent 
communication and reward 
system. 

Statement 10: Genera¬ 
tion Z first chooses a place 
to live before choosing a 
job. 

For Generation Z, the bal¬ 
ance between work and free 
time is so important that ac¬ 
tual career opportunities are 
secondary to "where I live.” 
When we say "where I live” 
we mean the big city for the 
most part. After all, the big 
cities are where GenerationZ 
can find the things that they 
believe are essential in order 
to have a balanced life. Peo¬ 
ple will be less likely to relo¬ 
cate for a j ob when the labour 
market is tight. Long com¬ 
mutes will likewise be re¬ 
garded as old-fashioned and 
inefficient. 

In addition, this 11 24/7 gen¬ 
eration” is less convinced of 
the need to be in an office 


every day. After all, mobile 
broadband enables you to 
work whenever you need to, 
wherever you happen to be. 
In the office of the future, 
flexibility in location and 
working hours will he com¬ 
pletely natural. 

G ener ati on Z feel s very lit¬ 
tle distinction and free time. 
They keep m touch with their 
entire social network on 
"company time" and after 
work they meet over drinks to 
talk about work. Ever since 
they were little they have been 
accustomed to planning their 
a wn s che dul e an d wo rkm g c n 
projects when it best suits 
them. Working nine to five is 
a relic of the industrial revolu¬ 
tion Thanks to the digital rev¬ 
olution, everyone always has 
access to means of produc¬ 
tion, wherever they are Gen¬ 
eration Z accordingly wants to 
take advantage of this 

And when you can work 
ev erywh ere yo u ilke, you can 
live anywhere you like, 
which is why choosing a 
place to live takes priority. 

For the group of highly 
talented individuals m this 
generation, the same applies 
on an international scale they 
have so many choices of fan¬ 
tastic locations at home and 
abroad that it no longer mat¬ 
ters what they ultimately 
choose London? Pans'? New 
York? Shanghai? Wherever 
they want to live, they will 
have plenty of opportunities 
for the taking. In the "battle 
for talent," it will become in¬ 
creasingly difficult to prevent 
a brain drain from occurring 
in the Netherlands. 

Quality of life will be an 
important employment bene¬ 
fit.

Statement 11: Compa¬ 
nies must be squeaky clean. 

Because society is becom¬ 
ing increasingly transparent, 
people are growing more 
aware o f whi ch c omp am es do 
not have sustainable opera¬ 
tions or are investing their 
money in “dirty" goods or 
projects. In addition. Genera¬ 
tion Z is being explicitly ed¬ 
ucated about the disastrous 
impact that unsustainable and 
unethical business practices 
will have on the future. As a 
result of this far-reaching 
transparency and general 
awareness. Generation Z will 
not want to work for compa¬ 
nies that purposely avoid sus¬ 
tainable business practices, 
invest in 11 dirty" goods or do 
not make ethical products. 

This development could 
conceivably go a step further 
namely that Generation Z 
will not only insist that com¬ 
panies avoid causing any 
damage but also call for com¬ 
panies to actively make a 


positive contribution to the 
well-being of the planet. In 
that case, “do no harm 1 no 
longer suffices; “ do no harm” 
is the new command 

And considering the fact 
that most memb ers of Gener¬ 
ation Z will have their choice 
of employers in 2020, this 
poses a significant challenge 
to companies 

Incidentally, the demand 
that companies make an ac¬ 
tive contribution to a better 
world could also catch an 
with consumers. 

Statement 12: Work has 
to b e fun. 

As we have already seen, 
work and free time will con¬ 
tinue to blend. Df course, tins 
is not to imply that free time 
will start, to resemble work. 
On the contrary Work will 
seem more like free time The 
distinction between friends 
and colleagues will continue 
to blur. After all, everyone is 
gathered together an your 
Hyves and Facebook pages 


like one big happy family. 

For Generation Z, it is im¬ 
portant that work is challeng¬ 
ing and frm more than 
anything else. And "fun" is 
largely determined by the 
mood in the workplace. It 
seems as if salary, status and 
career are becoming less lm- 
p ort ant tli an having en] oyable 
work and a pleasant working 
atmosphere. Consequently, it 
is vitally important to ac¬ 
tively mv est l n a p o siti v e vib e 
in the workplace if your com¬ 
pany wants to attract and 
hold onto Generation Z em¬ 
ployees. 

Aid, considering the vast 
reach of social media, the 
young employee's entire so¬ 
cial network will know im¬ 
mediately whether this has 
been accomplished.

JERUSALEM (AFP)-Thou¬ 
sands of Israelis on Sunday 
filed past the coffin of Ariel 
Sharon, paying respect to a 
former prime minister whose 
controversial life inspired ad¬ 
miration and provoked revul¬ 
sion in equal measure. 

Celebrated as a military 
hero at home, reco gnised as a 
pragmatic politician abroad 
and despised as a blood¬ 
thirsty criminal by the Pales¬ 
tinians and the Arab world, 
Sharon was nothing if not a 
polarising figure.

The venue con¬ 
firmed Ins death in a 
joint statement with the 
pro du cti one omp any. 

'The company is 
deeply saddened by the 
sudden loss of Dr 
Lewis," said producer 
Tim Lawson 

“The entire company has 
decided to continue the show 
in Ins honour, and send our 
heartfelt condolences to his 
family and friends " 

Added the Opera House: 
'We wish to express our 
deepest sympathies to Dr 
Lewis' family and friends, as 
well as to the cast and crew of 
The Illusionists 2 0." 

"Dr Lewis was a wonder¬ 
ful performer and he will be 
greatly missed." 


According to the Daily 
Tel e gr ap h ne wsp ap er, 

Lewis's body was found on a 
fourth- floor b al c o ny, seven 
floors below Ins apartment, 
on Saturday morning after he 
failed to join the company 
bus for an 11:00 am matinee 
performance at the Opera 
House. 

Lems was dead when po¬ 
lice and ambulance crews ar¬ 
rived. 

His death is not being 
treated as suspicious, but po¬ 
ll c e are mv e sti gatm g wheth er 
he fell while trying to climb 
to another balcony. 

Lewis performed in Las 
Vegas for nine years and was, 
according to his website, a li¬ 
censed chiropractor and clin¬ 
ical hypnotherapist.

Dutch Court orders 
drug dealers to hand 
over €22m in profits 


THE HAGUE - A court m Den 
Bosch has ordered two con¬ 
victed producers of 'the party 
drug ecstasy to pay the Dutch 
state €22m winch judges calcu¬ 
late they earned from the trade 
The court sard the men 
formed pait of a criminal gang 
winch operated in Brabant and 
Belgium. Officials calculated 
they had produced and sold 
over 3,900 kilos of MDMA 
powder which was used to 
make 55 million esetasy pills 


between 2004 and 2D0d They 
were earlier jailed for 11 and 
nine years. 

The court calculated the pro¬ 
duction cost of a single pill at 
15 cents and said they were 
sold at 57 cents wholesale. 
After removing wage co sts, the 
total pro fit was €2 2m, the court 
said. 

Each man, one aged 50 and 
the other 47, has been ordered 
to pay half of the profits to the 
treasury. 


Dutch Court overturns 
cuts in child benefit for 
non-EU residents 


THE HAGUE - The govern¬ 
ment's decision to adapt child 
benefits far families with chil¬ 
dren living outside the EU to 
the standard of living in the 
countries concerned are un¬ 
lawful, a court in Amsterdam 
has ruled. 

The changes came into ef¬ 
fect last year and led to a 40% 
cut in benefits for children liv¬ 
ing m Morocco and Egypt, 
Nos television said. 

Tire courts earlier ruled that 
the Netherlands was also act¬ 
ing unlawfully by reducing 
widow and widower pensions 
for non-EU residents to pay¬ 
ments which reflect the local 
standard of living. 

Social affairs minister 
Lodewijk Asscher told the 


broadcaster he is considering 
appealing against the decision 
but has n Dt yet fin all sed hi s p o - 
sift on 

‘You receive child benefit to 
support you during an expen¬ 
sive period when you have 
young children, 1 the minister 
said 'But the cast of living is 
much cheaper in some coun¬ 
tries than in the Netherlands. 
Tire country principle takes 
tins into account. ' 

If tire Amsterdam court po- 
siti on is upheld it will cost the 
Netherlands €6m, Asscher 
said But the total could he far 
higher because the Nether¬ 
lands plans to apply the coun¬ 
try principle to health 
insurance and other benefits, 
he painted out.

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Danish street magazine pays for 
drug addicts' next hit 


COPENHAGEN (AFP) - 
Danish drug addicts have 
begun selling a magazine 
launched to help them fond 
their habit, m the hope that 
they will turn away from pros¬ 
titution or crime as a way to 
per/ for their next hit 

The drug and culture maga¬ 
zine, Illegal! is the brainchild 
of self-styled social entrepre¬ 
neur Michael Lodberg Olsen 
and states openly that its ven¬ 
dors will probably use their in¬ 
come to go out and buy more 
drugs 

" It has two aims' we want to 
(help) decriminalise drug 
users, and we want to give 
them job opportunities to re¬ 
duce crime and prostitution," 
Lodberg Olsen told AFP 

A headline on the latest 
cover read: 'The best alterna¬ 
tive to (giving fellatio) on the 
street. “ 


The magazine has featured 
stones an what it says is the 
failed war on drugs, Portugal's 
decnminahsation of heavy drug 
use - - billed as a success — and 
atop 20 list of the most danger¬ 
ous drugs, topped by alcohol 

By campaigning for the le¬ 
galisation of drugs through the 
magazine, Lodberg Olsen 
wants to make drug addiction 
an issue for die health authori¬ 
ties rather than the justice sys¬ 
tem. 

In its launch issue, Illegal! 
estimated that a drug user 
funding his or her substance 
abuse through theft costs soci¬ 
ety half a million kroner 
{d7,DOO euros, $91,100) per 
month 

"An iPhone with a retail 
price of 5,000 kroner costs 500 
kroner on the street...A drug 
user has to steal for 10,000 
kroner to make 1,000 kroner," 


it read. 

In a phony advertisement, 
the second issue showed a 
flyer on a windshield saying 
"Empty the ear before we do! 
Regards, criminalised drug 
users." 

The magazine costs 50 kro¬ 
ner, out of which 20 kroner 
goes to the vendor. 

He estimates that a heroin 
addict typically spends 300 to 
dQD kroner per day on drugs. 

In contrast, cocaine addicts 
could use up anything from 
4,000 to 7,000 kroner per day, 
making it virtually impossible 
for them to finance their habit 
by selling the magazine 

Getting hard ding addicts to 
stay committed to their new 
job is easier said than done. 

Mikael, 44, who became ad¬ 
dicted to heroin in prison when 
he was 19 before turning to 
methadone, a relatively cheap 
and powerful pain reliever, 
said he had tried his hand at 
b emg a vendor. 

" But I gave up. It was hard to 
sell," he said. 


Caffeine stirs memory: 
study 


PARIS (AFP) -A jolt of caf¬ 
feine can boost memory, ac¬ 
cording to a study that 
provides a scientific motive for 
students slurping coffee, tea or 
energy drinks when cramming 
for exams. 

A team at Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, Mary¬ 
land, found that caffeine en¬ 
hances certain memories for at 
least a day after they were 
formed. 

Evidence for caffeine as a 
memory boaster has been an¬ 
ecdotal until no w 

This is because the process of 
registering memories — say, 
reading a took ahead of an 
exam — may happen in condi¬ 
tions where the person is eager 
to absorb and retain information. 

This makes it hard to distin¬ 
guish between someone's nat¬ 
ural alertness and that derived 
from caffeine 

To strip out tins confound¬ 
ing factor, a team led by 
Michael Yassa, an assistant 
professor of psychological and 
brain science, tried a different 
tack 

Urey asked 75 volunteers to 
look at images of a number of 
objects -- for instance, a plant. 


a basket, a saxophone, or a sea¬ 
horse 

Afterwards, half of the 
group were given a 200 mil¬ 
ligramme dose of caffeine -- 
roughly equivalent to two cups 
of strong espresso -- and the 
others a dummy pill known as 
a placebo 

Saliva samples were taken 
one, three and 24 hours later tD 
measure caffeine levels 

The following day, both 
groups were asked to look at 
another set of pictures. 

Some o f the images were the 
same, others were new, and a 
few were similar -- for in¬ 
stance, a basket as before, but. 
tins time with one handle in¬ 
stead of two. 

Botli groups did well at dis¬ 
tinguishing between old and new 
pictures, the researchers said 

But those on caffeine were 
much sharper at identifying the 
"similar” items m the lineup. 

The test sought to discern 
the effect of caffeine oil the

Consumers will be simply 
spoiled for choice as automak¬

Former CEO of Greek 
bank arrested in 
Turkey to be 
deported 


ATHENS (AFP) - Hie former 
chief executive of the Hell erne 
Postbank, mired in an unse 
cured loans scandal, will be de¬ 
ported to Greece after his arrest 
in Turkey, Greek authorities 
said Saturday. 

Angelos Filippidis, the sub- 
j ect of an international warrant 
was arrested Friday in ins hotel 
in Istanbul after Turkish au¬ 
thorities tracked his mobile sig¬ 
nal, Greek in edi a reported 
His lawyer, Thanassis Var- 
1 amis, tol d AFP that the fo nn er 
CEO bad appeared before a 
Turkish magistrate on Saturday 
and asked to return to his coun¬ 
try in order to face questioning 
Hie deportation was ap¬ 
proved and could take between 
two and forty days, according 
to the Greek consulate. 

Filippidis has previously de¬ 
nied any wrongdoing 

He also darned that the Hel- 
1 einc P o sth ank s b ad-1 o an rati o 
was far 1 ower than that o f o th er 
bigger Greek banks. 

An unsecured Io.an is partic¬ 
ularly advantageous to die bor¬ 
rower since no guarantee or 
collateral is required 
Twenty'-five people have 
been charged, four of whom 
have already been arrested in 
Greece, in a probe into losses 
by the bank of over400 million 
euros ($549 million) 

Among those charged is the 
head a £ tlae Hellenic Financial 
Stability Fund -- charged with 
maintaining the stability of the 
Greek banking system — Anas- 
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tasia Sakellanou, who was part 
of a committee that handled the 
loans under investigation 

Anti -austerity leftist parity 
Syriza on Saturday accused 
Greece's Prime Minister Anto¬ 
nis Samaras and Finance Min¬ 
ister Yacnis Stoumaras of 
trying to cover up the scandal 
to protect Sakellanou. 

Greek authorities have 
begun getting tough on corrup¬ 
tion, bringing to light, the extent 
of fraud before the economy 
collapsed in 2010. 

A minor but well-capitalised 
lender, Hellenic Fostb ank took 
a serious blow in 2012 from a 
restructuring of Greek sover¬ 
eign debt. 

Its shares were suspended 
last summer after a run by 
shareholders following state¬ 
ments from the finance minis¬ 
ter that the bank had become 
“unsustainable". 

It was eventually absorbed 
by Euro hank, one of Greece's 
four biggest b anks. 

Tire Greek banking sector 
underwent radical restructunng 
and consolidation last year 
under - tire terms of the country's 
bailout deal with the Europ ean 
Union and International Mon¬ 
etary Fund. 


Nicaragua, Chinese tycoon say 
canal work to start in 2014 


MANAGUA (AFP) - 
Nicaraguan President Daniel 
Ortega and Chinese tycoon 
Wang Jmg on Saturday said 
plans to start building a $40- 
billion canal across the Cen¬ 
tral American country were on 
track for late 2014 

Wang Jing's Beijing Intera- 
ceanic Canal Investment Man¬ 
agement Co. has secured the 
right, to dig a waterway in 
Nicaragua that will rival the 
Panama Canal and be hugely 
significant to world hade if it 
is completed 

Ortega gave the group a 
concession to operate the fu¬ 
ture waterway for 5 0 year's, re¬ 
newable far another 50 

"The Nicaraguan govern¬ 
ment and HKND Group are 


pleased to confirm that canal 
construction work will begin 
as planned in December 
2D 14," the two said in a brief 
statement. 

Tli ei r rem arks app e are d 
aimed at shooting down any 
idea of a delay Nicaragua's 
Canal Authority chief M anuel 
Coronel Kautz recently was 
quoted as saying work would 
not start on the Nicaraguan 
waterway until 2015. 

It is the biggest infrastruc¬ 
ture project by far attempted 
under the government of Or¬ 
tega. And it would have huge 
strategic value, potentially in¬ 
terrupting commerce in 
Panama's waterway between 
tire Atlantic and Pacific. 

Panama is currently ex¬ 


panding its century-old canal, 
and the massive proj ect is run¬ 
ning behind schedule. 

The Panamanian upgrade 
aims to make that SO-kilome¬ 
ter (50-mile) waterway, winch 
handles five percent of global 
maritime trade, big enough to 
handle new cargo ships that 
can cany 12,000 containers. 

That project is costing $5 2 
billion, including a third set of 
locks for the canal which cur¬ 
rently welcomes ships that 
carry up to 5,000 containers. 

Feasibility studies are under 
way in Nicaragua. But it is not 
yet known how the future 
canal might be built in me¬ 
chanical and logistical terms, 
if it gets a final green fight 


Toyota aims to produce more than 
10 million autos in 2014 : report 


TOKYO (AFP) - Toyota Motor 
is aiming to produce more than 
10 million vein cl es in 2014, a 
bullish target that could boost 
other industries in Japan, a re¬ 
port said Saturday' 

The Toyota group's produc¬ 
tion may fall temporarily after 
April, when Japan increases die 
consumption taz from five to 
eight percent, die Asahi Shun- 
bnn newspaper said. 

But the impact of die taz hike 
should be blunted by a lowering 
of the automobile acquisition taz 
diat will Nso become effective 
from the new fiscal year starting 
Apnl, the Asahi sad. 

With Jap aTs economic recov¬ 
ery set to reman solid, Toyota 
ezpeets its production will pick 
up from the autumn to achieve 
die target, die Asahi said 

Toyota is Japan's biggest 
manufacturer. Its health could 
affect steelmakers and pats sup¬ 
pliers of all kinds, as well as die 
economy of die central Japan, 


where the company is based. 

In 2013, Toyota aimed to pro¬ 
duce a record 10.12 million ve¬ 
hicles, after it overtook General 
Motors m 2012 to regain the title 
of world's biggest automaker 
The company built 9 3 mil¬ 
lion vehicles between January 
and November, with Japanese 
media saying it was on target to 
become die first automaker m 
die world to build more than 10 
million units in a year. 

Toyota whose group includes 


small-vehicle maker Daihatsu 
and truck producer - Hmo, will 
make the 2014 annual produc¬ 
tion target official by die end of 
die month, die Asahi said. 

The consumption tax hike is 
expected to lower Toyota's an¬ 
nual product!on by 10,000 units 
The Japanese auto sector as a 
whole was likely to reduce pro¬ 
duction by 2Q,0QD to 30,000 
units due to die tax hike, die 
Asahi added

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Finance Corp., 
the World Bank's private fi¬ 
nance arm, said Saturday it was 
taking action to remedy prob¬ 
lems m a Honduras palm oil 
project assailed for human 
rigilts violations 

After a report by the Bank's 
internal ombudsman deeply 
critical of the IFC's support for 
die Dinant Carp project, the fi¬ 
nance body said it was working 
to rectify die problems and 
would cancel its loans if the 
company did not adequately 
address concerns 

On Friday, die Bank's Com¬ 
pliance Advisor Ombudsman 
said the IFC was not diligent 
enough in reviewing questions 
about fights over land rights 
and murders of local farm 
workers in approving a $30 
million loan to Dm ant's palm 
oil plant ah on and processing 
expansion plans m 20 OS. 

Hie project in Honduras's 
northern Aguan Valley, has 
long been criticized by non¬ 
governmental organizations 


due to die land conflicts hed to 
Dinant plantations. 

The GAG report said the 
IFC's agreement to lend $30 
million to the $75 million proj¬ 
ect was not supported by an ad¬ 
equate environmental and 
social assessment of the proj¬ 
ect, given die history of conflict 
between Dinant and local peas¬ 
ants. 

Hie IFC disbursed $ 15 mil¬ 
lion of die amount committed 
m e arly 2 0 0 9, but held b ack the 
rest as violence mounted in the 
Aguan Valley and after the 
government was overthrown m 
a military coup d'etat in June 
that year 

Hie CAO report cites NGO 
data that 102 people tied to the 
Aguan Valley peasant move¬ 
ment were killed between Jan¬ 
uary 2010 and May 2013,40 of 
die deaths tied to Dinant or se¬ 
curity personnel working for 
the company

That prompted Knicks 
coach Mike Woodson to 
bench a healthy Smith for 
the entire game in the 
Knicks' 102-92 victory 
Thursday over the defend¬ 
ing NBA champion Miami 
Heat. 

Spencer Hawes and 
James Anderson each 
had 17 points to lead the 
76ers, while Thaddeus 
Young added 15 points.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Alex 
Rodriguez, the highest-paid 
player m Major League Base¬ 
ball, was given a record 163- 
game doping suspension by an 
arbitrator an Saturday banning 
him for the entire 3014 season 
and playoffs 

The New York Yankees 
third baseman, a three-time 
American League Most Valu¬ 
able Player who helped the 
Yankees win the 30D9 World 
Senes, vowed to appeal the 
ban to a US federal court. 

Ind ependent arb itr at or 

Frednc Horowitz upheld most 
of the 311-game ban imposed 
upon Rodriguez last August 
for his role m the Biogenesis 
doping scandal, which led to 
bans for 13 other players for 
taking drugs firom the Miami 
clinic 

Ra dnguez, who was. given a 
harsher ban after evidence 
showed he tned to impede a 
prob e into die matter, will fight 
-- despite the players' union 
and Major League Baseball 
saying the arbitration decision 
was the final word on the mat¬ 
ter under the terms of their 
labor deal. 

"I have been clear that 1 did 
not use performance enhanc¬ 
ing substances or violate the 
basic agreement or the joint 
drug agreement in any manner, 
and in order to prove it I will 
take tins fight to federal court," 
Rodriguez said. 

Rodriguez played die final 


weeks of the 3013 season 
while appealing the ban, even 
setting a major league record 
for career grand slams with Ins 
34th bases-loaded homer last 
September 

Despite the reduction in 
total games missed, the sus¬ 
pension remains the longest m 
the history of Major League 
Baseball for doping, and "A- 
Rod" remains the Inghest-pro- 
file baseball player ever 
banned. 

Rodriguez, whose 654 ca¬ 
reer homers are IQS shy of 
Barry Bonds' all-time record, 
will lose $35 million m salary 
from the Yankees this year, or 
about % 154, DDO for every game 
nnssed in 3014 under the 
record IG-year deal for $375 
million he signed in 3QQ7. 

Ra dnguez, who m 3009 ad¬ 
mitted that he took steroids 
while playing far the Texas 
Rangers from 3001 to 3003, 
would be 39 when he returns to 
play m 3D 15 

The Yankees could still Dwe 
Rodriguez $61 million from 
3015-3017, al tli ou gh that 
cauid be contested m court 
also. 

"I am confident that when a 
federal judge reviews the en¬ 
tirety of tlie record and the 
lack of credible evideuce put. 
forth by MLB- that, the judge 
will find that the panel bla¬ 
tantly disregarded the law and 
facts and will overturn the sus¬ 
pension" Rodnguez said.

That gave the 49ers a 13-10 
half-time lead and they 
stretched it to 20-10 just 6 07 
into the third quarter on a 4- 
yard touchdown run by

Dawson added a 34-yard 
field goal with 7:41 remaining 
and the 49ers kept Carolina
